Another use has been found fear the 


vapor of iodiue. This is the discovery of 
alterations in manuscripts. 
Professor 


Bruylats of Louvaiu, tho discoverer of 
the process, noticed that when a sheet 
of paper which had beeu sized and fin- 
ished was moistened and, after being 
thoroughly dried, exposed to tho vapor 
of iodiuo the part which had 
been 


moistened became violet, while the tm- 
moisreued portion became brownish yel- 
low. 


It appears that when a manuscript 


has boon altered both the nature and 
extent of the alteration cuu be deter- 
mined by tho uso of iodine vapor. Those 
parts which Imvo bceu rubbed becomo 
brownish on exposure, and when the 
rubliccl part is subsequently moistened 
it becomes bine, tho depth of tho color 
depending ou tho length of timo that 
the exposure hud beeu allowed to pro- 
ceed. 


Tho process is believed to be duo en- 


tirely to the well known ffiob that when 
iodine is put on starch tho starch be- 
comes blue, and tbo difference iu the 
tint is dependent on tho fact that a por- 
tion of the starch which ia contained iu 
t.ho si/o linfi been removed in tho process 
of the alteration of tV.o manuscript. 


Oddly enough, the same process will 


reveal the extent of pencil marks which 
have been erased by rubbing. The iodiuo 
vapor brings out tho Hues which have 
been traced by tho pencil point disturb- 
ing tho surfuco of paper, even though 
tho rubbing has been so carefully doua 
that it has not removed auy of the sur- 
face of the paper itself.—Pearson's 
Weekly.

All this property and more 
during a period of six months had been 
left on the suburban and through trains 
by absent minded passengers. The gen- 
eral baggage agent, upon being asked 
what was tLo oddest occurrence of this 
kind, said that a woman once left on a 
train a 6-mouths-old. baby, and she did 
not miss it -until a trainman overtook 
her with the little bundle of humanity 
before she got outside of the train shed.

It is customary 
to divide all great harbors into sec- 
tions and in plans of coast defense to 
assign places for torpedoes on the bot- 
tom at certain intervals. 
The location 


of these torpedoes is kept a profound 
secret, only a few officers of: the army 
being intrusted with the knowledge. If 
their location were known it would be 
easy for an attacking enemy to remove 
or explode them without causing harm 
to their own vessels.

LOSS OP THE STEAMEE TLAOHAL,

Nanaimo, B. C., Feb. 18.—The news 


of the loss of the steamer Clara Nevada 
is confirmed by a dispatch from Ju- 
neau, Alaska, which says: 


"The cause of 
the 
disaster ..was 


doubtless the explosion of her boilers. 
Of the 50. people 011 board none are be- 
lieved to have been saved. 
The wreck 


was discovered by A. Marquam, cus- 
toms inspector at Juncau, who ordered 
the Raster to the scene—Lynn canal 
,-—where a burning vessel had 
been 


seen. Wreckage bearing the name of 
the ill-fated 
vessel was found, 
but 


there was nothing to show the iden- 
tity of any of its passengers. 
The 


Clara Nevada was a tramp steamer, 
and as she was plying between United 
States ports she did not file her pas- 
senger list with the customs house offi- 
cers. Those whom she had aboard had 
been hurriedly picked up at Skaguay, 
being attracted by the cut which she 
made in rates. It is thought that she 
carried about 20 passengers, of which 
two or tjiree were women. 
Several 


were bound for Juneau and the bal- 
ance for Seattle. 


"Frank Whitney of Cripple Creek, 


Colo., was known to be one of the un- 
fortunates. 
He had been writing for 


"his 
wife to join him at Skaguay, and 


becoming impatient, boarded the Ne- 
vada at the last minute. His wife ar- 
rived at Skaguay only a few hours af- 
ter the Nevada sailed and, learning of 
his departure, followed him south on 
the steamer Rosalie, expecting to meet 
him in Seattle. 


"AI Noyes of Juneau is also supposed 


to have been on the Clara Nevada. 
This is all that is known of the vic- 
tims."
